Plan Workshop To Ease Va. School Integration 

With integration a prospect in at least five Vir- 
ginia cities this Fall, Charlottesville parents have 
moved quietly to prepare both Negro and white 
children for what might be, for most, their first 
interracial experience. In the only program of its 
kind currently on the drawing board, an institute for 
students from both the elementary and secondary 
age levels will begin on June 21. 

Twelve instructors (some recruited from among 
retired teachers) will handle the classroom chores 
for a hopefully predicted enrollment of 300-400 
youngsters. The teachers will be briefed by Miss 
Irene Osborne (white), formerly of the American 
Friends Service Committee, who will serve as a 
consultant during a one-day pre-planning meet. 

While some of the youngsters have had interracial 
experience through church summer camp programs, 
most have had no supervised contact with members 
of other racial groups. Sponsors hope to instill a 
sense of “learning to live together” in the pupils. 
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NAACP Adds Daisy Bates To Spingarn Medalists _ 

Shaken down to its last board member after the nine4 
Negro Central High School students of Little Rock refused 
the 1958 Spingarn Medal because Mrs. Daisy Bates was 
not named with them, the NAACP reversed itself and 
included her as one of this year’s medalists. The NAACP 
announced that after receiving a letter from Ellis Thomas, 
chairman of the parents of the Little Rock nine, declining 
the award, a hasty telephone and telegram poll of the 
Spingarn Medal committee was made resulting in agree- 
ment to include the Arkansas NAACP president. . 

Mr. Thomas told Wilkins in his letter, “the children ... 
will not accept the Spingarn Medal unless Mrs. Bates is 
included.” After the poll, Wilkins telephoned Mrs. Bates 
in Little Rock, obtained her acceptance, and fixed the date 
for presentation for July 11 during the association’s 49thp 
annual convention in Cleveland. 

Only once before has the medal been spurned. The late 
Dr. A. A. Hinton, discoverer of a test for syphilis, declined 
the honor in 1938.

Say Indians, Gypsies Exploit Negroes In N. J. 

Indians and gypsies were accused of exploiting young 
Negro workers by luring them from the South and paying 
them only 10 cents an hour for a 72-hour work week in 
labor camps in Ocean County near Jackson Mills. “I never 
saw anything like it,” said Charles G. Yersak, New Jersey 
migrant labor supervisor, after Gus Jim George and Wil- 
liam Mitchell, furniture plant operators, were charged 
with child labor violations on complaints filed by Herbert 
Hill, NAACP labor secretary. Hill said nine Negro boys 
were forced to live in tents and operate power saws for 
only $1 a day. 


Close St. Petersburg Beach After Negroes Swim 

The city beach at St. Petersburg, Fla., was closed by the 
city manager shortly after four Negro couples used the 
dressing rooms, and wandered around the all-white munic- 
ipal facility on Tampa Bay. Guards were quickly posted 
and signs erected advising of the closing. City recreation 
Officials said the local swimming pool will also be closed 
should Negroes attempt to use it. 



























Landrum Named To Chicago Conservation Board 
: Robert N. Landrum, a Chicago realtor, 4 
was appointed to the Community Con. 
servation Board by Mayor Richard J, 
Daley, and was sworn in on June 5.

Scores Hurt In Pa. Amusement Park Race Riot 

Scores were injured during a Memorial Day race riot atp 
an amusement park in Chalfont, Pa., where an estimated 
500 Negroes and whites battled with baseball bats, tire 
irons, bricks, bottles and trees uprooted from the ground 
Police said 372 guests of a Philadelphia Negro teen-age 
sorority, Delta Phi Tau, had been plagued by random 
fights throughout the day, and the isolated skirmishes 
exploded into full scale riot. Ambulances carried more 
than a dozen to hospitals. State police and officers from 
surrounding communities were called to the scene to help 





put down the riot. 


AAA Asked Not To List Biased Motels, Hotels 

The American Automobile Association was asked by the 
Jewish Labor Committee to withdraw or withhold its 
recommendation from any hotel, motel, or restaurant | 
that practices racial or religious discrimination. An AAA 
spokesman said his organization would study the request 
before comment. 


New La. Party Would Transport Negroes To Liberia 

A new Dixiecrat-type political group, called the Ameri- 
can Party, revealed itself in New Orleans with a union- 
printed publication of a 27-point plank, which includes a 
proposal to send Negroes back to Liberia. 
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Shuttlesworth, Connor In Lie Test Hassle 

Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth, whose home was destroyed 
and church damaged in an unsolved Christmas night 
dynamiting in 1956, will be asked to take a lie detector 
test in connection with the blasts, Birmingham Police 
Comm. Eugene (Bull) Connor declared. The minister, who 
had petitioned the City Commission to hire Negro police- 
men, said he would agree to the test if Connor would also 
submit to one covering Klan activities, bombings, etc. 
Dixie Negro Leaders Still Seek Ike Conference 

Expressing “dismay and shock” that President Eisen- 
hower urged Negroes to be patient, 400 Negroes attending 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference in Clarks- 
dale, Miss., renewed an appeal for a conference with the 
President. Headed by Rev. Martin L. King Jr., the Negro 
ministers and laymen from 11 states issued a statement 
saying: “We should like to know what the President 
means by ‘not pressing for the letter of the law.’”

Rose, 47, the victim’s estranged husband, gave him the 
key to the woman’s apartment and the 25-caliber auto- 
matic used in the shooting. Both Walker and Rose were 
held by police.

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WIFE ADMITS DIVORCE SUIT LIES 
in the couple’s Rahway, N. J., home with the infielder’s 
mother, Mrs. Katherine Gilliam. 

“For months,” Mrs. Gilliam added, “I’ve been wanting 
to get this off my chest. I’ve done my husband a great 
harm and my conscience was not clear because of it. I 
want to resume our marriage but I doubt now if that’s 
possible.” In her lengthy divorce complaint filed last April 
in Elizabeth, N. J., Mrs. Gilliam claimed her husband 
committed adultery with several women, came home “at 
three or four” in the morning with lipstick on his shirt 
collar and failed to provide support money. 

Thoroughly repentant, Mrs. Gilliam says she will not 
seek a divorce from her ballplayer husband and added: 
“The next move is up to him. I was young (16) when we 
married and there were a lot of things about it I didn’t 
understand. Since then, I’ve grown up and in making a 
clean breast of things, I’m trying to act like a woman.” 

Mrs. Gilliam said she would seek to obtain custody of 
her children and is now working every day to set up a 
home for them in New York City.

Murders Md. Mother Then Dines With Her Family 

A 38-year-old Baltimorean, Henry Veney, who 
dined with the family of a woman he shot to death 
only hours before but could not get up enough nerve 
to tell them about it, was sentenced to 15 years for 
second-degree murder. Veney, a former night club 
musician, admitted shooting Mrs. Carrie Shelton, 23- 
year-old mother of two, during an argument as they 
sat in his car.

Some 32 kids exchanged graduation place cards with 
me. Even my teachers, with rare exception, were friendly 
and tried to help me. I can talk now of the wonderful co- 
operation I got from white students. I developed four or 
five friends who thought so much of me that they would 
telephone me at night to make sure I got the lessons. 
They’d go out of their way to help me in school, spoke to 
me in the corridors, despite the intimidations, and were 
just good Joes. 

Sure, there were the hecklers and the racists. I’d say 
about 50 to 60. Most were sophomores and juniors and 
most of their devilment was aimed at the Negroes in their 
class—such as Jefferson Thomas, who is a tall, slender

Often I think back of the days at the Negro Horace 
Mann High School, where I was popular and well liked 
and an honor student. At Central, I never got the chance 
to enjoy anything but attend classes. We never relaxed 
in the building. We spent our weekends letting off steam, 
preparing for the next week. We were barred from all 
activities except participating in chapel services. But it 
was quiet and peaceful. That was saying a lot for a school 
with hallways for what seemed like a mile, and longer 
if you were chased by bullies. 

But even the tensions could not bridge the gap of Cen- 
tral and our former school. The difference was equipment 
and quality of training, and it was worth it. Central’s 
physics, biology and science courses were shoulder-high 
over our old school. This fact was almost impossible to 
believe at first.

Green Converts One Boy Who Heckled Him 


As a senior, I was spared a lot of violence. Most of my 
classmates were friendly and didn’t want to “get into the 
mess.” All seemed more content to “get out” or graduate. 
They would say that they were sorry for the way a lot 
of the students were acting and wished there was some 
way they could stop it. 

The only time I was socked happened in January when 
a red-headed youth hit me because I refused to recognize 
his name-calling. The blow took me off my feet. I was 
angry, but I was determined to go on. 

Occasionally, there were times you could convert a 
heckler. During the last weeks, a white youth yelled 
“nigger” from a window. I walked on. He then yelled 
“cullud boy,” and still I couldn’t hear him. Then he hol- 
lered “Negro,” but I kept going. Finally, he called 
“Ernest,” and I looked up and wed. And so did he. 

I’m asked many 
times now how we 
survived, whether 


the price. I’d say 
yes. So many 
people today talk 
about young kids 
going to the dogs 
and I think our ex- 
ample has shown 
many folk, and our- 
selves, just what 
this coming Negro 
kid is made of and 
what he can do un- 
der pressure.

Liens totaling more than a quarter million dollars were 
filed by the Internal Revenue Service against Akron, Ohio, 
physician, Dr. Frederick H. Strawbridge and his wife, 
Daisy, to prevent their disposing of any property. The 
government charges the physician shorted tax returns by 
amounts ranging from $691 in 1940 to a high of $100,503 
in 1946, and that his wife failed to declare $95,172. The 
couple separated in 1956, with Mrs. Strawbridge getting 
half interest in their home and $50 weekly alimony. The 
doctor, dean of Negro physicians in Akron, has practiced 
there for 35 years.

Miss. Negroes Force White Cabs Out Of Business 
Negro taxis were the only public transportation left in 
Greenville, Miss., after the city’s last white taxi company 
went out of business because it could not compete with 
the low 35-cent fares charged by Negro firms. J. Leonard 
Myers, owner of the City Cab Co., which lost $3,000 last 
year, said his cab charged 50 cents for fares and lost many 
patrons when the Negro companies cut fares to 35 cents. 
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Hank Thompson, the ex-New York Giant third base- 
man, who was evicted from his six-room Harlem apart- 
ment for non-payment of $290 in back rent. Hank, un- 
employed except for a couple of odd jobs since he left 
baseball, made a last-minute deal with the landlord 
and had his furniture trucked back into the Sugar 
Hill flat. 


The tactics being used by Manhattan Borough Presi- 
dent Hulan Jack, who also heads the New Deal Demo- 
cratic Club, in his war with Cong. Adam Clayton Powell. 
An ex-captain in the club said Jack sent for her late 
at night, demanded she declare her allegiance.

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FOLD BATESES’ LITTLE ROCK PAPER 
said Bates, “and the apathy of Arkansas Negroes over 
the stand the paper has taken in the integration 
controversy, the publishers find themselves faced with 
choices of one of two things—‘give up the fight for consti- 
tutional rights’ or ‘give up the business.’ ” 

Bates decided his long fight for constitutional rights far 
outweighed “the business,” explaining: “Hell, I’m fighting 
not only for Negroes but for the Bates as well. We don’t 
like the conditions we’re forced to live under either.” 

To most Little Rockers, including those Negroes afraid 
to be caught reading the State Press for fear of white 
reprisal, Bates’ meaning was clear. For his house has been 
under attack almost daily since the nine Negro children, 
shepherded by his wife, entered Central High School. Be- 
cause of threats and little or no policy protection, he sent 
his adopted son, Clyde, 13, to live with relatives. And, 
while wrestling with the paper’s problems (he once had 
difficulty getting newsprint), he has served as a source of 
strength from which Daisy drew constantly. 

Even so, at week’s end, dark as the future looked, Pub- 
lisher Bates set about cutting already-sheared corners to 
keep the presses running.

A prominent New York physician, Dr. Max Yergan Jr., 
35, tried to take his own life by plunging an eight-inch 
utility knife into his upper right chest while seated in 
his sedan parked on a Harlem street. Yergan, son of 
sociologist-traveler-lecturer Dr. Max Yergan Sr., pleaded 
with police who found him: “leave me alone. Let me 
die. I should have done a better job.” Detective Julius 
Rouge broke into the 1957 Buick Sedan with his night 
stick and found the knife imbedded in Yergan’s chest and 
blood spattered over the front seat. The doctor was taken 
to the nearby Hospital For Joint Diseases for emergency 
treatment and removal of the knife, then transferred to 
Harlem for surgery.

Fireman Turns In False Alarm To Rob Buddy 

An off-duty Indianapolis fireman, who turned in a 
false alarm, then robbed his buddy’s locker of $119 
after the man went to attend the reported fire, was 
suspended and faced larceny charges. Herman 
Brown, 28, a seven-year veteran, was trapped after 
police identified his voice on a tape recording made 
of all telephone alarms. 
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Tigers Get Negro Player After Group Drops Boycott 

Less than a week after the postponement of a boycott of 
the Detroit’s Briggs Stadium, 25-year-old third baseman 
Ossie Virgil of the Charleston, W. Va., farm team was pro- 
moted to the Tigers and became the first Negro ever as- 
signed to the parent club.
